Downstate Forces Roll Call. 

The downstate members think they 
have the necessary votes. They forced 
a roll call this morning on the minor- 
ity report, which gives every part of 
the state representation in the legisla- 
ture according to its population. That 
plan was voted down on a standing 
vote of 50 to 27. o 

Then the debate started on the ma- 
jority report. Briefly, this provides 
that the senate shall have fifty-one 
members, of which nineteen, no.more 
nor less, regardless of population, shall 
come from Cook county and thirty- 
two from the remainder of the state. 
In the house each county shall have 
one representative and one additional 
for each 60,000 population, but this 
“unit of representation shall be dou- 
bled each successive apportionment.” 
This puts a curb on representation of 
fast growing counties and’ gives each 
county a house member regardless of 
population.

Chicago's gas rate was increased 
from 85 cents to $1.15 a thousand cubic 
feet by an order of the state oe 

e 
commission also fixed a minimum 
charge of 60 cents a month. 

In its order increasing the gas rate 
the commission holds that “the case 
made out by the company is unan- 
swerable.” 

“ The emergency is one in which the 
public as well as the company is con- 
cerned,” reads the order. “If the com- 
pany is forced to shut down its plant 
for lack of funds there will be — 
danger to life and property. | 

“Costs 96% Cents Wholesale.” 

“The evidence before the commis- 
‘gion showed that the operating ex-. 
penses of the company have increased 
greatly on account of advancing prices 
of gag oil, coke coal, and other sup- 
plies. The company also has'been re- j. 
quired to increase the wages of its em- 
ployés. 

“The actual cost of producing and 
distributing gas as shown by the evi- 
dence, including allowance for depre-. 
ciation and taxes, is substantially 96% 
lcents a thousand cubic feet. Under. 
the present 85 cent rate the company: 
has been losing 11% cents a thousand 
cubic feet of gas, or about $10,000 a 
day. The allowance for return on in- 
vestmeht is at the rate of 20 cents a; 
thousand cubic feet. This represents’ 
the very lowest value which it is pos-., 
sible to place on the company’s prop- 
erty as disclosed by the evidence in| 
the case. A lower return undoubtedly 
would be held by the courts to be con- 
fiscatory.”
